OF THE 


SCHOOL BOARD OF SOUTH HAMPTON. 


THE CENTRE. 


TEACHER: Miss AppIE M. LIBBEY. 


Miss Libbey has now taught this school for three consecutive 
years, and this: year has shown her usual fidelity and ability. 
Two of her scholars have been obliged during the year to re- 
-move to the Upper Village, thus decreasing one school and in- 
creasing another. The concert reading at the examination 
showed thorough drill and patience. Spelling also was good. 
We were interested in this school by learning the pleasant fact 
that singing is one of the daily exercises, and were pleased to 
listen to it at the examination. 


UPPER VILLAGE. 
TEACHER: Miss FANNIE B. Eaton. 

Miss Eaton has taught this school for several years, and the 
scholars show good progress. ‘There are several in this district 
with considerable native ability. ‘The new schoolhouse has had 
a good effect upon the school. The class in Physiology an- 
swered with great promptness and thoroughness in their review 
at the examination. 

THE PEAK. 
TEACHER: Miss Grace E. PREscorr. _ 

‘This school has labored during this year, as for several pre- 
ceding, under the unavoidable disadvantage,of being very small, 
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the average attendance during the year being only five. Miss 
Prescott has done her work faithfully, however, under these 
discouraging conditions. 


REMARKS. 


The Board congratulates the town on having employed the 
same home teachers during the year, thus avoiding the disad- 
vantage of change; and, while the results have not been entirely 
satisfactory in every direction, the teachers have performed 
their duties faithfully and conscientiously. 

The schoolhouse which the town authorized the Board to 
build, has been completed and occupied during the last two 
terms of the year to the great comfort and satisfaction of both 
teacher and scholars. Immediately after its completion, early 
in the fall, the new building was dedicated with asimple service 
of singing, prayer and remarks. ‘The internal arrangements 
need to be completed by the addition of a set of wall maps. 

The progress of the schools during the year has been unfavor- 
ably affected by the small amount of money appropriated for 
the schools, and by the too frequent absence of the scholars. 
The Board desires to call special attention of parents and guard- 
ians to this fact, and exhort all to greater attention to this mat- 
ter. Better results are hoped for, during the coming year, by 
the introduction of new text books, furnished by the town, al- 
lowing a more perfect classification. The Board was assisted 
in their selection of new books by the Trustees of the Barnard 
School, in which the same series of text books are to be intro- 
duced. . 

On Friday afternoons all the teachers are accustomed to have 
declamatory exercises, and the Board earnestly recommends to 
the parents and friends attendance on these exercises, and on 
no account should the scholars be allowed to be absent on these 
days.
